N e w Y o r k , April 11.—Judge Ingra­ 
ham , in the Supreme Court to-day, 
gave a decision adjudging that the 
ssignment which the great dry goods 
house of Iialsted, H aines & Co. made 
iu 1884, be set aside as defrauding the 
rights of the creditors. This house 
failed for over a million of dollars. 
The creditors, through their counsel, 
brought suit to set aside the assign­ 
ment upon the ground that it was 
made to defraud them. 
The case was 
tried in 1S85, but the judge dismissed 
the complaint, holding the assignment 
to be valid. A second suit of the First 
National bank of Port Chester was tried 
with asim ilur result, and appeals were 
made. The judgments were reversed 
and new trials were ordered. The 
cases came back for a second trial, 
which was held in January last ana 
w’as decided in favor of the creditors. 
The judge finds th a t the assignment 
was not made with honest intent; 
that it was a fraud on the creditors 
and is therefore void. H e holds that 
the assignment was made to secure 
the assignors themselves, and in addi­ 
tion to this he finds certain prefer­ 
ences were made in excess by $13,000 
of the amount actually due and there­ 
fore the creditors of the firm were de­ 
frauded of this amount.

HOW MINNIE WAS TREATED 


She Did Not Know Where Hattie 
*- Was on the Nigrht of Octo­ 
ber the Sixth. 


When the Woolsteen case was called 
In Judge Cheney’s court yesterday 
morning, the attorney for defendant 
asked permission to further cross-ex­ 
amine Mr. Joseph, which was grant- 
id. Mr Joseph testified, turning to a 
certain page in his book, that Dr. 
Harlan had pawned a diamond ring 
to him for $100. I-Io said: 1 have no 
entry of the amount paid to me os a 
whole, so I went outside and borrow­ 
ed the $100 1 loaned him, so the book 
only shows that he paid me $10. Of 
this, $7.50 was the interest on the loan 
and $2.50 the amount lie owed me on 
account of a watch he had pawned to 
me on a previous occasion and had 
redeemed without paying up all the 
interest. There is nothing in ray book 
to show that I loaned him any money 
on the ring. 
My book simply 
shows the amount due to roe 
on two loans, but not upon what arti­ 
cles he borrowed tho uiouey. I ean- 
*' 
give the date of the loan. 
Between the 22d and 25tli of Septem­ 
ber there is no entry which would tell 
when I took the ring in pawn. I am 
aware of the fact that the luw compels 
lfae to keep a full record of all pledges 
. / on which I loan money, but I explain 
this by my statement; that 1 got the 
money on the outside and consequent­ 
ly made no record of it. The ring 
was redeemed on October 4th. There 
is nothing in niy book to prove this, 
but I tell you that the entry I have 
read to you gives me the whole his­ 
tory of the transaction, and as I am 
not on trial and I have explained that 
I cannot always force a man to take a 
pawn ticket when he leaves a pledge 
with me. The law compels me to 
give a ticket for every pledge, but I 
cannot force a man to take the ticket. 
Re-direct examination: The ring 
was redeemed from me on October 
the 4'h. I have not seen the ring 
since that time. My instructions were 
to give Degarm :> the money when the 
ring was pawned, that is, I was to 
give Degarmo $25 of the $1Q0 when 
the ring was redeemed. I gave it to 
Harlan himself on the 4th of October. 
This finished the case for the pros­ 
ecution, and Colonel Wells asked that 
the jury retire while he presented his 
motions.

It was 
two or three hours afterwards. At Ihe 
time I did not know what liad taken 
place in the Chief’s office. I heard 
about it afterwards, but at the time 1 
heard Darcy say, “You have murder­ 
ed your sister,” I did not know what 
had happened in the office. Minnie 
euid to the Chief that she did not see 
how he could treat her that way. She 
had not done it and did not think he 
should accuse her of it. She was cry­ 
ing at that time, but I could not un­ 
derstand all she Bnid. 1 did not see 
or notice any one around the lounge 
nor see any one lying on it. I did 
not hear any vomiting nor anything 
of the kind. I h-ard about it after­ 
ward. It was talked about generally 
around the office. 
ATTORNEY CRAWFORD 
testified: I was a lawyer in October. 
I took out a writ jf h inea3 corpus for 
Hattie before Judge Hutton in Oc;o 
ber, at five o’clock on October loth, 
and the pa» ties left the court room at 
about 5 :15 that afternoon. 
OFFICER a . B. FITCH 
Testified: I was on the police force 
in October last. I was on the force 
when Hattie was brought to the po­ 
lice station. I had charge of her 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, Satur­ 
day and Sunday nights. The first 
uight she sat up most all nig it. She 
did the same Thursday and Friday 
nights. Saturday night f-lie laid on 
the lounge. She was dressed in a 
wrapper, but her trunk was at the po­ 
lice station. It was brought there on 
Wednesday night by myself and Jef­ 
fries. Sergeant Jeffries gave me my 
orders. My orders were to take every­ 
thing there was in the room to the 
station. I attended her entirely. 
There was no female attendant, aud I 
had orders to permit no one to Bee 
her at night lime when I had charge. 
CAPTAIN J. R. FLETCIIEB 
Testified: I was Captain of Police on 
in October last. Chief Darcy ordered 
me not to a 1 low any one to go and see 
Hattie Woniof*elii The first time I 
xnew her to be undel* arrest was on 
the 13th. I took her to the Chief ou 
the morning of the day she was ar­ 
rested. She went back home after 
that. The Chief’s room was about the 
size of the jury box. It contained a desk 
lounge, and some chairs. The 
petition betwoen this room aud the 
outer office runs up about 14 feet, but 
it does not touch the ceiling. Chief 
Darcy took Hattie out to meals twice 
so far as I know. Minnie was arrested 
at one time or at least I thought ho. 
Chief Darcy ordered me and Office 
Bosqui to search Minnie. 
We 
loosened her dress and her w <ist was 
taken off. She commenced to cry and 
said she did not think it was right. 
She said I reminded her of her father 
more than any one else she had seen, 
and she hoped nothing improper 
would follow. I told her that if she 
was to ba searched she had better 
keep quiet. _ 
Cross-examined: 
Hattie was in 
the other room but Bho was uncon­ 
scious. The search was made in the 
office adjacent to that of the Chief of 
Police. 
The Doctors were in the 
other room. Dr* Smith was using 
the battery over Hatties’ heart. 
Hattie was unconscious at th»* time 
and did not seem to recognize any 
body. The search was made after a 
part of Hatties’ convulsions took place. 
Minnie did not scream or scratch my 
eyes or make a fuss. I saw' a vial there 
but I couldn’t get anything out of it. 
Chief Darcy was flying about trying 
to do what he could, and there was 
considerable excitement about the 
office as was natural under the cir­ 
cumstances. We searched Minnie to 
see if she had any bottlea of poison 
about her, or I umlerrtood that to be 
the reason for the order. It all hap­ 
pened from three to five minutes from 
the time we knew Ilattie had taken 
poison. 
OFFICER PITCH 
Recalled testified: I saw Hattie on 
Saturday evening. She was lying on 
the couch with her shoulder* bare, 
her breast exposed and her clothes up 
above her knee. There was no one 
else in the room, but there were 
others in the ou'er office. I had been 
ordered to take charge of her at night. 
I accompanied her to the closet and 
acted as a nurse. During Sunday she 
was in my charge. I took her to the 
County Jail Sunday night in a car­ 
riage. 
Cross-examined: I went into the 
Chief’s office about a quarter past six 
o’clock on Saturday evening. The 
doctors were oat in the o'her room 
when I first saw Hattie. They staid 
untjl about 1 o’clock on Sunday morn­ 
ing. The battery was used ’by the 
doctor, but I did not use it. I do not 
know whether the doctor ordered 
Hattie to be removed on Sunday, al­ 
though he was in the outer room at 
the time we removed her. 
CHIEF DARCY 
Testified: 
I ordered the trunks 
brought to the office. I never took a 
ring from the trunk nor from the 
house. I never saw any gurnet or 
other ring, nor did I ever have it in 
my poeeefcsion. 
MIBB MINNIE WOOLSTEEN 
Being placed on the witneflfl fltond re­ 


moved her vail and testified: I reside 
at Peoria, Illinois. My father's name 
is Hennr Woolsteen. " 1 have two sis­ 
ters, Hattie and Lillie Woolsteen. 
My mother is at home in Peoria, Il­ 
linois, or she w as the last I heard 
from her. My father was a contractor 
and builder there, but I had no busi­ 
ness. My father sold out and resides 
now on a farm ten miles from Peoria. 
Hattie and I left town together and 
went to St. Louis to a fair. Then we 
went to Kansas City where we visit >*d 
some cousins, then we came directly 
to Los Angeles, and arrived here Jan­ 
uary 14, 18S7. The first night we 
stopped at the St. Elmo Hotel, then 
we went to a place on Downey avenue. 
My sis'er afterward went to work at 
Mr. Bradleys.’ and I w**nfc to work be­ 
low at Mrs. Widueys. We both worked 
in our situutians five months and 
then went to Mrs. Wheeler’s, where 
we stopped but u few days. We went 
from there to No. 514 Fort street, and 
here we boarded out. That is, wo 
took our meals out. Father sent us 
money to pav our bills. I remember 
Dr. (3. H. Harlan. My s stor had 
dent il work doue by hiui in the hitter 
part of January. He visited Ha tie 
at M*-. Bradley’s once in a while, and 
continued his vihits af er we left 
there. His visits became quite fre­ 
quent in the la* ter part of July for the 
reason that Hattie was engaged to 
him. Hattie said she was engaged 
to him, and told m*» so about or just 
before the 4th of July. After the en­ 
gagement his visits were very fre­ 
quent and I did not know he was a 
married man until the papers said so 
after his death. That was the first I 
knew of his marriaee. 
He once 
asked me how 1 would like him for a 
brother-in law, bat l told him I would 
not like it, for it was probable he had 
a wife Foraewhere else. He was an­ 
gry, and said I did not have confi­ 
dence in him. I did not like the en­ 
gagement flor approve of it. Hat­ 
tie was not as friendly to me 
after their engagement as she was be­ 
fore, and I noticed something in her 
actions toward me that gave mo some 
alarm. 
ller actions were peculiar, 
especially on the Monday previous to 
Dr. Harlan’s disappearance. 
Q.—Did you ever know of her try­ 
ing to take anything? 
A —I hate to tell anything about 
my sister. 
Ou the Monday morning rcferrod to 
I noticed that Hattie acte 1 queerly. 
I came in*o the room and fo ud that 
she had lain down us if to take a nap. 
She seemed to be in a stupor, as if 
under the influence of u drug. I shook 
her,but she did uot awake. Itheulo Li- 
el around the room and found a bot­ 
tle of chloroform on the stand. It was 
not quite full, and thinking from her 
.ctions that she was using it. I emptied 
the chloroform out and filled it up 
with water. Later that day sho woke 
up, and I watched her go to the bu­ 
reau, take the bofte I had filled with 
water an l empty it in a glass. S le 
then drank what she thought waa 
chloroform. That night she woke me 
up and said she thought she h id bet 
ter bid me good-bye. 
She said 
she 
would 
leave 
me b fore 
morning. 1 paid no attention to this, 
ior [ knew she had only taken water. 
In the morning she seemed to lose 
her mind as to where she was. Har­ 
lan calle 1 M rndav, but I did not let 
him see Hattie, but he called Tuesday 
and took her riding. Ou WVdue-duy 
they went riding to Whittier with a 
bay team. On Thursday I did not 
see Harlan until 5:33 iu the evening 
when he came to the gate aud stood 
there motioning to Mattie to come out. 
She wont out, an 1 the next time I 
saw her was about six o'clock, when 
she told me that Dr. Hatlan was com­ 
ing that evening to show me the plans 
of the house he was going to build. 
I did not see her again until 
FRIDAY MORNING. 
I woke up that morning and she was 
in the room. She was dressed and 
had her hat on. She said tho buggy 
was iu the yard and that she had not 
returned it from the ride of the night j 
before. 
went out to hitch up tué 
horse and I got up aud dressed and 
went to help her I put the bridle on 
the horse, but Hattie had most of 
the harness on when I got out. 
I did not see Hatlie in the buggy. 
She drove away shortly after. She 
was arrested on Wednesday night, 
the 12th. 
I was at the opera at the 
lime of her uirest. When 1 returned 
home there were several officers in 
the room aud they told me to go to 
the police station. Everything was 
scattered around the room in con­ 
fusion. Tne officers’ took me to the 
police station iu a hack and put me in 
a roo n by myself, where I stayed 
about two hours. After that I sat up 
with my sister all night long. 
1 
stayed with her all tho next night. 
She had nothing to eat that. I know 
of during that time. Tho third night 
at 12 o’clock we were taken iuto the 
other room, where Officer Jeffries 
told us'to make ourselves as cowf st­ 
able as we could. Hattie was taken 
away from home in her night c'othos. 
She was kept in these umil the next 
day, when I got suitable clothing for 
her out of the trunk. Chief Darcy 
told me that Hattie should remain 
there until doomsday if she did not 
tell him all she kuew. 
I asked him 
she could do then and he said 
he wouin let her go scot free. 
I saw 
Brady take certain things from the 
trunk, which he said would be useful 
in the case. The things taken from the 
trunk and 
not returned 
were 
a pocket-book, á rihg I pur chared 
for my sister Lillie and some 
photographs. I never got my purse 
back, nor nave I ever seen the ring 
agaiu. In the back room, on Friday 
night, Hattie went to sleep first and 
then I Irtid down afterwards. There 
were no bed clothes there. I threw 
our plush cloaks about Hattie and my­ 
self. We were locked in. On Fri­ 
day morning wo went back to tho 
Chief's office, aud that day I went out 
for a lawyer. Darcy toid me not to 
get a lawyer, as he was lawyer enough. 
When I got back Darcy said: “D----- 
you; you’ve Bpo led things now. I'll 
wash my hands of her now, and she’ll 
be put through.” That afternoon we 
went to Judge Hutton’s court-room 
and came back to the prison, where 
Ilattie was taken before Justice Aus­ 
tin. Coming from the conrt-room we 
went down the back way, and Hattie 
asked permission to go to the closet. 
When she came out and went to the 
office she began to talk queer, and 
said that she was not going 
to live any longer. 
She then fainted 
and I knew that she had takon chloro­ 
form. Chief Darcy came in and arid: 
“G 
D you, you have mur­ 
dered her.” lie thou said he would 
have me searched and called me 
other nameB. 
He told the officers to 
take every d rag off her and 
throw her into a cell.” When I saw 
that they were 
BOUND TO SEARCH ME, 
I took off my waist and then they 
said I had nothing and ordered me 
put in a cell. The officers asked-why 
Hattie had taken poison and X said 
because of Darcy’s treatment of her. 
He had taken improper liberties with 
her the night before and she had 
made up her mind not to stand it. I 
wm taken back to another room and 


then I fainted and do not remember 
anything until Sunday evening at 5 
0 clock. 
Then they took tne in to see 
Hattie. I did not know whether 
she was alive or dead, and 
when 
I 
paw 
her 
I was 
so surprised that I burst out crying. 
1 never purchased any drug for Hat­ 
tie, but she told me Saturday mo*n- 
ing she had something to end her life 
with. I first heard of Harlan’s death- 
on Monday evening before Hattie was 
arrested. Some man came to the 
house and asked if I knew where lie 
w i?. I said no, aud then he told me 
ho was missing. 
Cross examination: Hattie first 
knew of Harlan’s death tj my 
knowlo I go on Tuesdiiy, w urn an offi" 
ecr asked her if («he knew he was a 
married man. I to d her what the 
man had said on Tuesday morning. 
She was at the e n us on Monday 
night with a gentleman friend of hei’s 
whom I .fo not know. If he had ever 
visited her before • did not know it. 
I was iu bed when sin» return *d, hut 
was not awake. I tol 1 her f ihe dis­ 
appearance of Hadm on Tue day 
morning. We did not take the papers 
at that time. 
I toid H itt e at that 
time to go and see the man who call- 
edon Monday evening Hutt:e wrote to 
father that morning. She seemed tobe 
cheerful and hi iglú on that moruiug I 
had told her tha Harlan was suppos­ 
ed to have l»eeu burned. Thursday 
evening Harlan was to have shown 
me a plan of a house lie was to build 
for them i • live in. Wnen Ilattie re­ 
turned on Tuesday I asked her what 
the news was. 8ue made the first at­ 
tempt to kill hers**’f on the Monday 
previ ai- to Dr. Harlan’s disappear­ 
ance. This was tw > days before they 
wont off to Whit'ier. 1 had found her 
on the bed and in a stupor and had 
chaken her. I then looked a out the 
room and found a two ounce botilo of 
chloroform. I filled i with water and 
about 6 o’clock I saw her take the 
bottlo and pour the water into a glass 
and diiuk it. The day they went to 
Whittier they returned between 7 and 
9 o’clock iu the evening. I did not 
see liarlan again until 0 o’clock the 
next evening when he stood at the 
gate and motioned to her. She went 
out aud talked to him and when she 
came back sh said that the Doctor 
would bring the plan of the house for 
me to seo. I did uot see Harlan 
alter that* When I woke up the next 
morning Hattie was dressed. 
She 
told me the huree and buggy was out­ 
side. She went out and I dressed 
myself aud went, out to help her 
h'tch up. 
She had everything 
ou the hone except tho bri­ 
dle 
which 
1 
put on. 
She 
had her hat on when I woke up. I 
was worried about tha keeping of the 
horse all night mi account of ihe hill, 
which 1 thought would he large. Sue 
drove aw..y alone, and caiuh back 
shortly af cr seven o'clock. I waited 
for her, and then we w- nt to break­ 
fast together. We spent the rest of 
the da, at home sewing Wo went 
to i liurch, and went, for * walk in the 
af'eruonu. Hattie and 1 sewed Muu- 
d.iy morning, and in the aiternoou 
we went for a sh >rt car tide. In the 
evening she went to the circus U itiie 
did not sav where she had been ou 
night of the 6th. I never asked her 
where she had been. I'tie firat I knew 
of the burning of the barn was on 
Monday evening, and the fi at. 1 knew 
that Hattie kuiyiv of it was on Tues­ 
day morning, when I told her. 
. 
OFFICER JEFFRIES, 
testified : I had charee of Hattie part 
of the time. I received no instruc­ 
tion from Darcyabont ilattie. Iga\e 
no orders to take tho trunks to the 
station. Chi- i Darcy gave tne orders. 
I emptied the burea i drawers into a 
sheet and saw a purse. It was takrii 
to the station. I saw no ring at the 
room nor any other jewelry. 
Col. Weds staled ttiat this conclud­ 
ed the evidence with the exception 
of the defendant who was exhausted 
and desired a continuance until 10 
o’clock tliU morning. Granted, and 
the Court adjourned until this morn-

charge to the public, among which is 
to be a register of all streets accepted 
h y the City Council under the section, 
you will observe that the paym ent ol 
Contractors is effected by an assess­ 
m ent upon the property owners along 
th e line of the proposed improvement 
and sido streets, to be made by 
th e Street Superintendent and by him 
delivered to the contractor for collec­ 
tion purposes. W here there is no re­ 
cord in this office of the streets

nection with the newly graded and 
graveled streets I would call your 
attention to the fact th at it is essen­ 
tially necessary that they should be 
sprinkled daily in order th at they 
m ay harden under the traffic that

This will require a great extension 
of the 
sprinkling 
system. 
I de­

th e Downey Avenue Bridge, which 
in company with City Surveyor I have

w hilst the piling was good, the string­ 
e rs which support the superstructure 
(w hich

sprung and cracked) 
should be removed and also the floor­ 
ing. 
The traffic over this bridge is 
great 
and

The other bridges all more or lesB 
require the tightening of the ironwork 
an a as per instructions of March 21st, 
1888, I have put men (to work upou 
them . One of the drawbacks with the 
light iron bridges 
of 
to-day, 
th a t 
unless 
constantly 
watched 
they are liable to give way. 
The 
streets cf the city generally aie not in 
condition to reflect credit upon this 
departm ent, owing to the protracted 
rains of the past winter and to the 
lim ited 
force 
at 
the 
command 
of 
my 
predecessor, 
which 
has 
not been increased since his resig 
nation. 
W here streets have been 
graveled 
and 
need 
repairs, the 
m aterial 
necessary 
to 
that 
end 
is difficult to obtain and costly. Citi­ 
zens owning gravelbeds dem and $25 
per cubic y a ra o r more, according as 
they deem the necessities of the pur­ 
chaser are great, to which add the 
transportation and the cost of repairing 
streets where the distance hauled is 
long cannot be effected for less than 
fifty cents per cubic yard. 
From 
these figures you will see th a t grav­ 
eled streets can only be kept in 
condition by the 
expenditure 
of 
m uch 
money. 
As 
an 
example 
of the cost of this work, the fill­ 
ing in of 
the so-called corpora­ 
tion 
yard 
and the 
making 
of 
approaches of the eastern end o f “ the 
Downey Avenue bridge which I have 
continued in as much as I found it in 
progress when I assumed the duties 
of this office” is carried on by a force 
of twenty-two men assisted by three 
two-horse 
team s. 
The 
earth 
for 
which we 
do 
not 
pay 
borrowed 
from 
a 
point 
not 
far distant from the west end of Buena 
V ista street bridge. 
The haul is one 
quarter of a mile. Three hundred 
loads of a cubic yard each are daily 
dum ped on the fill at the cost of $97 
per day or at the rate approximately 
of thirty-five cents per cubic yard. 
You are better informed than I am as 
to the quantity of earth th a t will be 
required to complete this work as you 
propose. 
These figureB, 
however, 
w ill enable you to ascertain its ulti­ 
m ate cost. 
I have to ask that you 
assign salaries for a clerk and an out- 
aide assistant, to ran from date of my 
appointment. 
Im 
conclusion, 
I 
have to say th at as I hold m v position 
a t the will of your honorame body, 
o n the other hand I have given you a 
bond of (10.000 for the faithful per­ 
formance of my duties with the re­ 
quired 'sureties composed of wealthy

The material progress of Pasadena 
is still in the ascendant. 
A num ber 
of new brick blocks are nearing com­ 
pletion and others are bein¿ com­ 
m enced. 
The fine three-story building erected 
by E. C. W ebster on Raymond avenue 
and sold to W. W. Morgan,of Chicago, 
is receiving the finishing touches, and 
will soon be occupied for business 
purposes. The postoffice will be tem ­ 
porarily located in one of the lower 
rooms. The excavation for the foun­ 
dation of the new poetoffice building, 
■vhich will be erected by M r.W ebster, 
is nearly completed. 
E . S. Frost ¿48 laid the foundation 
of a new brick block on Fast Colorado 
street. This will be the third brick 
block erected by Mr. Frost in the last 
two years. 
The bricklayers on the 
Arcada 
building have 
reached the second 
s'.ory. This will be one of the largest 
and best blocks in the city. 
The pressed brick, iron and orna 
m ented stone front 
of the Grand 
Opera House will soon be done, and 
it is hoped ere long to hold the open 
ing performance. Pasadena may well 
be proud of this structure. 
It will bo 
one of the finest opera houses in the 
State. The stage will probably be 
second to none. 
A new building lias 
just been begun on Raymond avenue, 
opposite the city hall. The new Uni- 
versalist Church is being rushed rap­ 
idly. Tho work ou the Y. M. C. A., 
P. G. Wooster, and other fine edifices, 
still goes on. 
Many street improve­ 
ments have lately been made, and 
others are in progress. 
The present 
year will see many street railway ex­ 
tensions. On the whole, this hand­ 
some suburb is keeping up its reputa 
tion as a rapid growing city. 
That all-absorbing topic, tho city 
election, lias ceased to be a subject of 
agitation. The result is not far from 
what was expected. The local option 
ticket was almost unanimously elocted.

Throop, a veteran m em ber of the 
Common Council of Chicago, 
elected a m em ber of the Board of 
Trustees, and received nearly the 
whole vote. 
Stephen Townsend and 
W . W . W ebster are the other two 
new members. 
City M arshal Mun- 
dell was re-elected by a large major­ 
ity. 
Col. J. Banbury was re elected 
Treasurer by a unanimous vote, re­ 
ceiving every one of the 794 ballots 
cast. 
J. II. Cambell is the new City 
Clerk.

Oil rofining is a new branch of pro­ 
gress in the history of Los Angeles, 
and judging by the patronage be­ 
stowed on the establishment of the 
Occidental Company, the only works 
at present in operation, in Southern 
California, bids fair to take a promi­ 
nent place in the industrial ranks. 
That company turns out eighty har- 
relw a day for local use, of which 1,000 
gallons is illuminating oil, and the 
demand fur machine and lubricating 
materials is also very heavy. An 
explanation of the processes to which 
the oil is subjected during the course 
of refining may prove interesting to 
the uninitiated. The oil is brought 
to 
this 
city 
from 
the 
Santa 
Paula, Adams and Sespe wells and 
is then run into the refining btill . 
Here it is separated into the vari> us 
grades, which, with their relative de­ 
grees oí gravity, are as follows: Gas­ 
oline, 74; naptha, 80; illuminating 
oil, 50; mineral sperm, 32; spindle 
oil, 25; light machine oil, 20; heavy 
machine oil, 19; cylinder oil, 16 or 17. 
leaving, after all of these have been 
drawn off, a residuum of asphalt. 
The oils are then poured iuto agitat­ 
ing tanks, where they are treated 
with acids, thus removing all the dirt 
and foreign substances, and the puri­ 
fied liquid then flows through the 
pipes into the receiving tanks, from 
whence it is barreled.
